inveigimg' by means of a contract.

Their Plans Upset by the President Trade 

. Relations With Canada Discussed Be- 
fore the Senate Committee—San Do- 
mingo Wants Reciprocity—Target Prac- 
tice at Sea. 


WasHInoTON, D. C., May 7.—One ot the 
chief topics of conversation in official circles 
here is the alleged connection of Sec- 
retary Blaine and Russen Harrison 
with the North American Commercial 
Co., which enjoys a monopoly of the 
seal fisheries in Behring Sea. It ig un 
derstood that President Harrison is about to 
interfere. Whether Mr. Elkins has succeeded 
in convincing the Secretary that the North 
American Co. ought to be liberally dealt 
with cannot be stated positively, but some 
one has induced the Secretary in spite of the 
demand for a reduction in the limit of the 
season’s catch, to place the number of seal 
that may be taken on the Pribollov Islands 
at a figure probably far in excess of the num- 
ber than can be captured from the now dect- 
mated herds of these fur-bearing amphibia. 

Recently the operation of the North Ameri- 
can Commercial Co., constitutes, in Mr. 
Blaine’s own language, a private affair,’’ 
and from the White House point of view it 
may even be a private family affair. 
The President, ver, seems to have made 
up his mind to throw Prince“ Russell over

TRADE RELATIONS. 


PROPOSALS FOR RECIPROCITY @ITH THE RE- 
PUBLIC OF GAN DOMINGO. 

Wasntnctos, D. C., May %7.—The friends 
of reciprocity are not allowing the idea to 
smolder. The next arrangements which 
will be announced after that with Spain re 
garding Cuba will, itis believed, be with the 
Republic of San Domingo and the United 
States of Venezuela. The representative of the 
Dominican Republic, Senor Galvan, who ne- 
gotiated the reciprocity treaty of i168, Is 
here and has had several conferences with 
Secretary Blaine. The little Diack Republic 
is anxious to promote friendly relations with 
this country and Senor Galvan seems willing 
to offer it very favorable terms. The entire 
trade of San Domingo is not of supreme im- 
portance, but the United States could prob- 
ably easily obtain more than her present 
share under a favorable reciprocity arrange- 
ment. 

There has been some domestic difficulty in 
Venezuela which have made progress a little 
siow in the negotiation of an arrangement 
with that country, but the people at the 
State Department are confident that an ar- 
rangement will soon be well under way. The 
President of the Republic has communicated 
to the Congress the propositions of Secretary 
Blaine, and there is a wholesome fear of hav- 
ing the duty imposed upon coffee at the be- 
ginning of next year H no tu made 
wan oe „ 

Our imports of coffee from Venezuela dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1800 reached a value of 
$0,662,207, making her the most formidable 
competitor of Brazil, from whom we pur- 
chased 56.4, . 

TRADE RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 

BUrr Lo, N. I., May 7.—The United States 
Senate Committee on Trade Relations With 
Canada, resumed ics sessions here yesterday. 
Capt. Thomas Maytham testified in regard to 
the wrecking business, and the troubles from 
Canadian laws. Capt. Maytham thought 
that the present grievance of American ves- 
sel owners was not against Canadian wreck- 
ing charges which range from $1 an hour 
per tug downward, but at the lack of facili. 
ties for rendering prompt and sufficient as- 
sistance, In fact he had always done his 
own .wrecking, taking his chance of fines 
rather than trust a valuable vessel to the 
slow work of the Canadian service. The 
Americans had similar wrecking laws, Dut an 
efficient service. 

‘What would be your suggestions as toa 
remedy asked Senator Hoar. ‘‘Let either 
side render assistance as may be coaven- 
ent. 

Wm. D. Robinson, inspector of Keamboats

From the boat nearest at right 
angles to the line of fire, the amount the shot 
talls over or short ofthe target is signalled, 
and the sight-bar is raised or lowered as may 
be required. 

These distances are arrived at by the ob- 
server in the boat with a ‘*T’’ square 
the number of degrees sublined between the 
target and the splash of the shot, and this is 
communicated to the Standish by ‘‘wigwag’’ 
flag signals. After three trial shots the gun- 
ner is supposed to have learned the correct 
elevation, and the succeeding shots are his 
score. The result of each sbot as observed 
from the boat is afterward platted on a large 
scale diagram and the score eup. Great 
efficiency is attained by the cadets in this 
exercise, To make the maximum percentage 
every one of the ten shots must fall within a 
rectangle of ten feet by’ forty-eight, and 
these fired from a gun supported on an un- 
Steady platform. Nevertheless, one of the 
members of the present frstclass has 
attained 9% per cent, and many others are 
credited with excellent scores.

‘*Your Henor,’’ said Mr. McDonald, the 
defense is now ready and demands an imme- 
diate trial. Mr. Vail and his attorneys are 
now so situated that it is imperative that 
this case be brought to a speedy con- 
clusion. It bas been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of all fair-minded citi- 
igens, that, — ing out all question 
of innocence Or guilt, the charge of murder 
preferred against Mr, Vail cannot ever stand. 
Auy further continuance by the Court will 
only subserve the interests of various insur- 
ance companies with whom zhe has contracts 
for the payment of money.

The Court Asked to Prevent.the Consol- 
idation of the Electric Companies. 


A PETITION FOR AN INJUNCTION FILED 
IN JUDGE WITHEROW’S COURT. 


The Consolidation of the Laclede Gas and 
Municipal Companies Said to Be Illegal 
Terms of the Agreement—A New Com- 
pany Organized to Furnish Light 
Through Underground Wires. 


The petition foran injunction to prevent 
the consolidation of the Laclede Gas-Light 
Co. and the Municipal Electric Light & 
Power Co. was fled in Judge Withrow’s 
room ofthe Circut Court this morning, but 
no order concerning it has yet been made. 
The petition is fled in the name of the State 
at the relation of Ashley C. Clover, 
Circuit Attorney forthe Eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit, the rule in such cases requiring the 
plaintiff to be the State. The petition 
first sets forth the notice of the 
respondent companies, and defines the pow 
ers and privileges granted them under their 
charters, in one case to make, distribute 
and sell gas, and in the other 
to make and sell electric light and power. 
It then presents acopy of a lengthy agree- 
ment entered into by the two companies 
on April 30, signed by James 
Campbell, President ot the Municipal 
Electric Light & Power Co., and J. D. Thomp- 
son, Vice, Acting President of the Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. The agreement oontains 
the terms of sale of the former 
tothe latter. It provides that the property, 
plant, papers and moneys of the elec- 
tric company shall be conveyed to the 
gas company in return for which 
the gas company is to issue to the electric 
company, or whoever it may direct, 15,000 
shares of Laclede common stock of the par 
value of $100 per share, making a 
total value of $1,500,000 in non-assessable 
stock. In addition to that the gas 
company is to assume the bonded debt 
of the electric company which is 
represented by $1,500 twenty-year bonds of 
$1,000 each bearing interest at 6 pez cent pa- 
able semi-annually. The agreement is of 
great length, and goes into all the detalls ot 
the transfer and how itis to be made. The 
gas company is not required to 
issue any stock to the electric company 
until 8,000 of the 15,000 shares of 
electric company stock, signed in blanks, 

delivered to the gas company: and 
after that it is to issue whatever 
amounts are called for by the electric 
company as the stock of the latter is turned 
in. mother words, the gas company will 
issue no stock until it holds a controlling in- 
terest in the electric company. 

ELECTRIC COMPANY TO QUIT BUSINESS. 
After citing the agreement the petition 
states that the two companies have further 
agreed that the electric company shall 
go out of business. That it 
asserts is illegal because the two companies 
are competitors and they cannot legally buy 
or sell out one to the other. Further 
more, in accepting its charter the electric 
company assumed an obligation to the public 
from which it cannot be absolved by 
a sale of its stock. It must under 
that charter continue to do business. 
Another argument which is declared to be 
illegal is that the electric company 1s to 
discourage others from going into the 
electric lighting business in st. Louls and 
the petition asserted one peculiar thing, that 
by an agreement between the two companies 
and parties of the third part it is agreed that 
l Thalman & Co., H. B. Hollins 
& Oo. and Siligman & Co. will not go into the 
electric business in St. Louis for ten years.

GOV. BOYD’S CASE. 

Gov. Boyp cannot expect that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States will at- 
tempt to reverse the Nebraska Supreme 
Court’s decision that he is ineligible to 
the office of Governor, and not even en- 
titled to vote in the State. 

But one of the grounds on which the 
State court bases its partisan decision is 
the proposition that an alien minor, 
naturalized by the naturalization of his 
father, cannotin after years be permitted 
to prove such naturalization in any way 
except by producing the court records of the 
original naturalization. A Republican 
Congressman from Indiana whose seat was 
contested afew years ago on the ground 
that the naturalization claimed by him was 
not proved by any court record, was seated 
notwithstanding by a Democratic House, 
on the ground that long-continued recog- 
nition of his right to vote by the local 
authorities and people of his home, who 
knew of the destruction of the court 
records by fire, was sufficient proof that 
the record had existed and of his natural- 
ization. 

The rule laid down by the Nebraska 
court affects the operation of a Federal 
law and the rights of many people entitled 
to its benefits. It would dénaturalize and 
disfranchise many old, prominent and 
patriotic citizens as often asaccident might 
make it impossible to produce the original 
court record of their naturalization. An 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court 
from that ruling is in order, whether the 
decision can re-seat Gov. BoyD or not. 


Wu the Mayor pledged himself to 
clean out the political committeemen in the

AN INTERESTING LETTER AND SEPARA- 
TION CONTRACT IN EVIDENCE. 
What Mrs. Josephine Swift Wrote About 
Mrs. Whiteett’s Conduct While at Her 
Drawn Up Between Husband and Wife 
—To-Day’s Proceedings in the Case. 


The trialof the Whitsett divorce case was 
resumed at 10:80 o’clock this morning, the 
court-room being crowded with spectators 
and witnesses, the same as yesterday. Mrs. 
Whitsett occupied a chair immediately be- 
hind Mr. Christian, one of her attorneys, and 
just back of her and around her were the 
thirteen or fourteen ladies who are to be 
called to-morrow or next day to testify 
to the name of Mre. Whitsett. 

The half hour this morning was de- 
voted by the attorneys of the defense in 
questioning Mr. Whitsett, still under cross 
examination, concern! a couple of letters 
in the correspondence tween Mrs. Whit- 
settand Frank Gregory and which witness 
claimed that he had received from some un- 
known person through the mail and also con- 
cerning a certain page of a newspaper, which 
witness had sent to Mrs. Dial, and on the 
margin of which he had written a number of 
statements concerning various people. 
Objection was made by opposing 
counsel . to almost every question 
asked, and Very little evidence was placed 
before the court. The newspaper page ro- 
ferred to has not yet been entered in evi- 
dence, and the letters witness said he had de- 
stroyed. 

Witness denied that he had ever told any- 
one that the piano and house furniture at his 
residence belonged to him and not to his wife. 
Further questions on this point were ruled 
out. 


Witness stated that it was true as he had 
testified beforé that he had not brought beer 
to His home, but asked again, he said that he 
did bring beer home on several occasions in 
New York Oity just after their child was 
born, and had once or twice in St. Louis. He 
did not drink wine at home here on Locust 
street. He never drank wine with Capt. 
Chas. Evans and wife at the Exposition, but 
might have drunk beer there. He occasionally 
took a glass of beer in a saloon but probably 
not more than five or six glases in a year. 
He sometimes drank wine at other people’s 
residences and drank wine once at the Mer- 
cantile Club with his wife. He didn’t remem- 
ber baving called for aschooner of beer at 
Mr. Redmond’s house, an ordinary glass not 
beihg enough for him. 

HIS SISTER'S CHARACTER. 

Witness said that he had once lived with 
his sister Osie. He was asked about his sis- 
ter’s social relations, when she lived at 34 
North Douglas street, Indianapolis, but the 
questions were ruled out. He was asked if 
she did not keep an assignation house at the 
above number, but that was alsa ruled out. 
Witness denied, however, that his wife had 
refused to associate with plaintiff’s sister on 
account of her bad character. 

Witness testified that he knew Josie McGee, 
and knew her well enough to call her by her 
first name, Josie, and he was then asked if 
he knew her reputation for virtue and chas- 
tity in Indianapolis. Objection was made, but 
it was overruled, and witness then stated 
that he did not know it. He first saw her to 
talk to her about this case in November last, 
in Indianapolis, but couldn’t remember 
where he learned before he met Josie McGee 
that his wife had been with Frank Gregory at 
her house. 

Mr. Christian’s object in questioning the 
witness on this matter was to obtain from 
him an admission that at the time he filed his 
bill for divorce in July last he had not talked 
with Josie McGee or any one else about Frank 
Gregory's visit with Mrs. Whitsett to the Me- 
Gee house. 

. Whitsett said that his mother first 
talked to Mrs. MeGee about it and told him 
about it and that this was before he filed his 
divorce suit, Dut he couldn't recollect ex 
actly what information he received from his 
mother. 

Hewas asked when he first learned that 
Mrs. McGee said that his wife wanted to se- 
cure employment in Indianapolis, and to re- 
side at Mrs. McGee’s house with her child 
until she lived there long enough to entitle 
her toan Indiana divorce, and he replied 
that he got his information from a letter from 
Mrs, McGee. All of his information concern 
ing this whole matter came from Mrs. McGee 
or his mother, 


Mr. Whitsett said that he received but one 
letter which had been written by his wife to 
Mrs. McGee. He was then questioned about 
a trouble his wife had had in the Fourth Pres- 
byterian Church in Indianapolis, but before 
that matter had been fully taken up he was 
asked when he first met Frank Gregory. He 
said that he first met him a few weeks ago at 
Plainfield where he was being treated in a 
hospital for drunkenness. His fist know 
edge that his wife had left Lake 
Maxinkuckee, Indiana, came from 
one of the Oulver boys, and his 
information that his wife went to Lebanon 
frequently from Indiana polis to attend balls 
and ta meet Wilson came from Mrs. Swift, Mr. 
Swift and Mrs. Heiner. Mrs. Hi gings told 
plaintiff’s mother that Mrs. 4 sett had 
come to live with her, Mrs. Higgins, in 
Indians polis, because Mrs. Whitsett’s sister, 
with whom she had been stopping, com. 
plained of hef frequent visits to Lebanon. 

Witness remembered a note that passed 
between his wife and his sister, Oste Lee, but 
died not remember that Mrs. Lee replied to 
the note, A letter was here given to Messrs. 
Gilliam & Drabelle, counsel for the piain- 
tiff to read, and was then handed to witness. 
He thought from the handwriting that it was 
Written dy his sister. The letter was not 
read aloud, as it Was not the intention of Mr. 
Ohristian to offer it in evidence utitil later in 
the trial. This closed the cfoss-examitia- 
tion.

AN ARMY OF WORKERS TAKING A RELIG- | Then 


IOUS. CENSUS. 


At 10 O'Clock the Engagement Opened All 


Along the Line—Soenes and Ineidents 
of the Canvass—The Bethel Missionaries 
Along the River Front—Reports of the 
Work. 


The Sunday-school ‘‘house-to-house’’ can- 
vass of the entire city of St. Louis opened this 
morning and 3,00 enthusiastic workers 
reported for duty. It was an army and it was 
enlisted for one grand pitched battle. When 
its task is ended the projectors of the work 
expect that there will have been 
gathered a complete and accurate 
religious census of St. Louis, and 
church-going people will have some statistics 
upon Which the most careful study Can be in- 
dulged in with detided profit for a year 
to come. The ‘‘house-to-house’’ canvass is 
one of the most strikingly povel and remark- 
able ‘‘crusades’’ ever inaugurated inacity. 
In one hour this morning it had invaded the 
homes of every section and was in the active 
progress of tabulating the religion of Ralf a 
million people. 

The 25,000 workers of the House- to- House“ 
canvass had been assigned to eighty-one dis- 
tricts, Each district had its chairman, and 
each chairman his staff of lMeutenants. 
Everyone of the army of eanvassers was sup- 
plied with unlimited blank forms reading as

The careful and correct filling * of these 
blanks constitute the taking of the 
religious census. By 10 o’clock they 
were Being filled up by the 
thousands. Work in every one of the eighty- 
one districts was under full headway. The 
Niedringhaus Mission had the northern end of 
the river front and the north of the 
city for its territory; the Baptist Tabernacle 
attended to the Southern river front and all 
that sebtion; the Bethel Mission held the fort 
in the center, working the levee 
and west as far as Fourth 
street. Back ot this trio of brave pickets all 
the. churches had their workers out in force, 
They took charge of all the west end 
of St. Louis, covering everything except 
the territories mentioned. The headquarters 
of the entire work was the office of W. H. 
McClain at the Riverside Publishing Co., Olive 
near Seventh streets. Reports were coming 
in there all day long, and they were all favor- 
able and full of victory. There were many 
interesting incidents attending the remark- 
able work.

At 9:45 o’clock the ‘‘Bethel workers,’’ the 
forlorn hope of to-day’s pitched battle 
against sin, reported for duty. This gallant 
little band of women comprises for the 
‘*house-to-house’’ canvass Mrs. M. 
G. Abel, Mrs. Guest, Mrs. Blair 
and Mrs. Austin. The two first named 
are the regular Bethel missionaries, but two 
assistants were added to the staff for the 
Sunday- school canvass. The ** Bethel 
workers’’ had no easy task allotted to them 
in the present campaign. They have the 
post of honor in the fight, as the Most 
dangerous and arduous position in 
the line of battle generally carries that 
distinction, and they appreciated the fact. 
The terrific territory to be invaded by them 
comprised the ‘‘Levee slum district’’ and 
the tenement squalor of Poverty Flat as it 
edges towards the river. From Pine to 
Morgan onthe levee front, ranning up the 
hill as far as Fourth street from the levee 
and Morgan up to Seventh street, north on 
Seventh street to Wash, down Wash to the 
Levee again, this was the choice assignment 
to be covered by the four ladies, whose 
pods «J place was at the Bethel Home 

e corner of Olive street and 
Commercialailey. They reported there un- 
dismayed this morning and found the Bethel 
chaplain, Dr. R. O. Kellogg, and Mr. D. R. 
Wolfe, President of the Sunday-School super - 
intendents’ Union, awaiting them. The two 
gentlemen were not to take part in the 
canvass; they were there simply to wish 
the Bethel workers God speed. It took 
only a minute for the canvassers to prepare 
for action, They were supplied with the 
printed forms necessary for gathering a tab- 
ulated record of the houses visited, and also 
with hundreds of cards containing invitations 
to the Bethel services. These constituted the 
only ammunition carried into the conflict and 
the Bethel staff was in light marching order 
by 10 o’clock sharp. A Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter was attached to the right wing of the 
‘*foriorn nope. consisting of Mrs. Abel and 
Mrs. Guest, and went into action with them, 
the first neuver Carrying the detail right 
into the heart of Africa, on the Levee front. ,

It was an auspicious start, for just as the 
Bethel workers’’ rounded the corner and 
faced northward on the levee the stirring

It was a 
hard -looking crowd to tackle at 
the first breath, but into it 
Mrs, Abel and Mrs. Guest plunged 
as though enjoying the crush of an afternoon 
reception or high tea. It was a good chance 
to ‘‘corral’’ many of the fleeting boarders of 
the Levee ‘‘hotejs,’* and for several minutes 
the two ladies were button · -holing river roust- 
yin * bums, crap-shooters and col- 
red eyprians in a hand-to-hand struggle.

CAUGHT ‘‘JIM’’ IN BAD COMPANY. 

Mrs. Abel found a Bethel scholar amidst 
rather embarrassing surroundings at a negro 
saloon south of Vine street, while making the 
canvass to-day. He was a negro boy 
about 18 years old, and was caught 
by the firm-faced missionary playing 
Cards with three other negroes, the place 
where they were gathered being one of the 
most disreputable of all the eriminal 
**dives’’ on the river front. The young 
Senagambian was also under thé influence 
of Levee tanglefoot. But as soon as she laid 
eyes upon him the intrepid Missionary 
walked straight to his chair, and looking him 
in the eyes, sald: 

**T dian’t think I'd nd you in sucha place 
as this, Jim. 

„ou kin find me most anywhere if you 
jes’ look long enuff,’’ retorted the negro, and 
hé added an insolent comment upon the pry- 
ing nature of the Bethel work. 

Look here, exclaimed one of the negroes 
in the saloon, ‘‘you Keepa decent ton in 
your head, Jim. You ain't got no right to in- 
sult these ladies, * 

And a moment afterward ‘‘Jim,’’ with the 
stamp of general disapproval on his conduct, 
got up and slouched angrily away. 

A MAN OF GOD.’’ 

Half way up the hill from the corner of Carr 
street and the Levee the two missionaries 
struck a ‘‘tough’’ negro dwelling-place. It 
was a tumble-down frame shanty, brown and 
almost trembling on its foundations from 
age and neglect, and the front door opened 
right on the Street. Turning the knob, Mrs. 
Abel was about to step in, when two vicious 
mongrel dogs rushed toward her from the 
black interior of the room, They plainly 
meant business, but a man’s voice called 
out tothem with an oath and they crawled 
snarling undera filthy bed at one side of the 
room, 

Those dogs would bite, wouldn't they?” 
asked the missionary, passing the spot where 
the two curs lay in ambush. 

**¥es’m,’’ responded the negro man whose 
voiced had quieted them. He apparently 
had no doubt whatever on the subject. 

On the bed in the room lay a negro woman, 
blind drunk. On a wood-box back of a 
crooked stove sat a negro girl, smoking a 
pipe. The man was in his shirt sleeves and 
was a hard-looking customer. Two disrep- 
utable chickens strutted about the floor and 
several outlawed cats peered hungrily into 
the room from a cavernous hallway back of 
it, their eyes gleaming in the darkness. The 
Bethel missionaries explained the Sunday- 
school canvass to the man and got a report of 
the number of people inthe house, etc... He 
was much interested. *

way to rescue a person who is drowning 
is to ¢wim behind him, clasp him about the 
body under the arms, turn upon the back and 
swim towards shore in that attitude. Another 
way is to Clasp his head from behind before 
assuming the same position. The reason for 
turning upon the back is that the rescuer's 
buoyancy is much greater in that posttion, as 
only his nose need then be outof the water. 
The drowning person, being approached from 
behind, is less able to clutch 
at his rescuer and im pede his 
work. This is the method almost 
uhiversally employed by the famous life 
savers at the big swimming beaches. The 
rescuer is justified in using any amount of 
brutallty to prevent the drowning person 
from seizing Him, as that may result in the 
aéath Of toth. A sharp pull atthe hair of 
the subject frequently brings him to his 
senses and induces 4 proper meekness and 
submission. 

To rescusciate a person Who has been 
nearly G@rowned and is unconseious the 
body is laid upon the face, with the head 
well down to allovn the water to run well 
out of the mouth and nose. The respira- 
tion may then need to be artificially re- 
stored. This requifes hard work by two per- 
sons. The air can be partly driven from the 
jungs by direct and heavy pressure on the 
chest. Then—the body lying now on its back 
—grasp the hands and turn them forward and 
up until mg oy in a line with the body over 
the head. pull them forcibly in that

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New Method Adopted by Strikers to Win 
Their Fight. 


DIFFERENT TRADESMEN ALL ENTER- 
ING IN COMPETITION WITH BOSSES. 


The Tin and Sheet-Iron Workers Decide 
Follow the Example Set by the Carpen- 
ters—An Unconfirmed Report About 
the Master Builders’ Intentions—L&bor 


Situation To-Day. 
* 
The Strike Committee of the carpenters 
assembled in Turner Hall building ata very 
early this morning to review the situation, 
acton reports and send out investigating 


committees.| 

A rumor to the effect that the boss builders 
who are members of the association pro- 
pose to fight this strike in the 
same manner which they did the one 
of 1886 was laughed to scorn by the commit- 
tee, who said that the tactics of importing 
non-union men had proven too unpopular. 
The means by which the union was practi- 
cally disorganized in 1886 were these: The 
bosses apparently gave in, then as they could 
secure non-union men they would notify their 
workmen that eight hours’ work did not con- 
stituteaday. In this way the walkouts did 
not comeall atonce,the men became dis- 
couraged, left the union and began working 
ten hours. The eight-hour day lasted some 
two or three weeks. 

Wm. Guthrie, who was in charge of the sit- 
vation at the time, said this morning, when 
seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘The 
bosses could hardly work successfully the 
scheme of importing men from other places, 
and to our knowledge no such measure to fill 
the strikers’ places has yet beentaken. At 
the present time there are just forty-four 
bosses who refuse to concede the demands, 
and they are coming in surely, evenif slowly. 
We have a committee at the Union De- 
pot waiting for carpenters who may 
be coming in, and as yet we have 
had no report that men are being 
brought here from Kansas City or any other 
town, and if such is the case, we have every 
facility of becoming cognizant of the fact. 
While the situation to-day remains un- 
changed, every indication points to the fact 
that an early settlement will be effected. 
Every carpenter who is working at 4 cents 
an hour will give cents per day toward the 
support of the strikers, who will receive $1 a 
day forthe time theyjare off. On Saturday 
night each man will receive the amount, 
which, though small, amounts to consider- 
able to the average workman. Our reports 
clearly show that the Master Builders’ Asso- 
clation meeting of last Saturday did not ac- 
complish the object for which it was in- 
tended. If everything goes on unchanged 
from this time forward, there is no prospect 
of a general strike.’’ 


Painters Can Take Oontracts. 

As they have done every day since the 
strike the brotherhood painters and decora- 
tors assembled in Central Turner Hall this 
morning to listen to reports from the various 
committees who have been trying to induce 
workmen to quit work. The employers who 
have held out thus far continue to do so, but 
the strikers are still exceedingly confident of 
winning the strike in the immediate future. 

The scheme for the men to take contracts is 
assuming definite shape, and by authoriza- 
tion of the brotherhood any striker who can 
get a contract is allowed to do go. Already 
two workmen have branched out as contract - 
ing painters, and together are employing 
some twelve or fifteen men, all of whom are 
receiving the 85-cent scale. Each man was

The strike drags along with no new develop- 
ménts, not one employer this morning hav- 
ing anything approaching a full quota of 
men. Pullis Bros. secured four workmen, 
but they were induced to quit by the visiting 
committees. 

The delay in iron work is creating more 
trouble than was expected. The 
bricklayers are being laid of on 
all sides because they cannot proceed 
with thelr work until the iron men 
do their part. Thus the completion of nearly 
every one ofthe large down town business 
houses in course of erection is being de- 
layed, the brick contractors are disgusted 
and the people whose structures are thus be- 
It is because of these 
delays, which are caused almost solely by the 
striking iron men, that a reasonable hope of 
eventual success is expected. 

There has been some talk of calling out the 


“inside workmen, but this scheme has not 


met with anything like favors, as it is 
claimed that the strikers will eventualy win 
as the matter now stands. Mr. Weinheimer 
says thatthe menare justas determined as 
they were on May 1, and will remain so until 
the last moment. If the bosses desire to 
treat for a settlement he says they know 
where the men are meeting every day. 


Sheet-Iron Workers. 


The tin, sheet-iron and cornice men who 
are out threaten to follow the example of the 
painters and put in bids for contracts when- 
ever the opportunity offers, thus attempting 
to force their employers to accede to the de- 
mands which they have made. Nearly all the 
smali shops have fallen into line, two more 
being reported this morning as willing to give 
up the fight, which itis acknowledged by all 
is proving a losing one to both sides. The mass 
meeting at Central Turner Halil this morning 
was quiet and featureless, with the excep- 
tion that the strikers remain firm and de- 
termined, The bosses who have been seen 
say that while they are short handed, they 
will manage to pullthrough until the men 
grow tired of doing without work, and that 
the demand for eight hours work at the same 
pay as for ten hours is too arbitrary, being a 
raise of 0 per cent in the men’s wages. At 
any time, they assert, they are willing’ to 
givethe outside workmen eight hours with 
the same pay, but those working on the in- 
side must put in the ten hours. This distinc- 
tion is made because those who are em- 
ployed on buildings cannot go to work be- 
fore 8 o’clock, that being the time when the 
carpenters who have charge of the work ar- 
rive. 


Still in Charge of the Quarries. 


The quarries which were idle yesterday re- 
main soto-day, the strikers still being on 
guard, andthe stonemason contractors are 
still crying out loudly for stone with which 
todo their work. Messrs. Stifel & Rucker, 
who employed men at the rate of $2 per day 
of eight hours, while the strikers’ demands 
were for $2.25, pave had their men intimi- 
dated and are now idle. There came near 
being a collision at this place, it only being 
averted by the non-union men leaving the 
quarry almost immediately upon being ap- 
proached. 

The Chouteau avenue properties are still 
being guarded by the strixers. No attempt, 
however, has been made to put non-union 
men to work. The employers are growing 
nervous and it is more than probable, from 
the general talk indulged in to-day, that the 
police will be appealed to for protection be- 
fore next Monday, the time allowed by gen- 
eral consent to the strikers to come back to 
work. Trouble, it is feared, will result when 
this course is taken.

DETECTIVE WORK. | 


The Line of Investigation Pursued in the 
Barnaby Poisoning Case. 


CONCLUSIONS MAY BE REACHED WHICH 
WILL SURPRISE THE PUBLIC. 


The Peouliarities of Dr. Graves’ Hand- 
Writing An Expert Making Compari- 
sons—The Signature on the Denver 
Register and the Inscription on the 
Bottle of Poison Much Alike. 


PROVIPENCR, May 7.—It has been learned 
that Supt. Cornish of Pinkerton’s National 
Detective Agency has been for over a week 
conducting operations in the Barnaby mur- 
der mystery that may result in conclusions 
different from those anticipated by the pub- 
lic. Pinkerton operatives are at work in 
Providence, New York and Denver, but what 
has been learned by them is a mystery. When 
called upon yesterday in reference to the 
matter Supt. Cornish said: We have pro- 
gressed toa moderately satisfactory degree. 
I will ‘only say that our operations 
are not following out the popular line of sus- 
picion. I will say that I am told tke official. 
analysis of the contents of the bottle received 
in Denver may prove that the same was 
originally filled with good whisky and that 
the poison was mixed with it and not with a 
chemical fluid imitation of whisky. We have 
some interesting material to work on, but 
understand me, emphaticallly, there has 
been nothing as yet developed that throws 
well founded suspicion on any one, not even 
Dr. Graves.’’ 


DR. GRAVES’ HANDWRITING. 

Bos rok, Mass., May 7.—A letter written by 
Mr. Graves about a year ago toa resident of 
Braintree, and still preserved, was compared 
to-day with the fac simile inscription on the 
bottle received in Denver by Mrs. Barnaby. 
The first feature to attract attent!on is that 
the writing, as a whole, bears unmistakable 
evidence of having been done with a stylo- 
graphic pen and.it bears out the opinion of 
Mr. Worrell, in regard to the signature of 
Dr. Graves taken from the hotel register at 
the Gilsey House, that it also looks as if writ- 
ten by such a pen. 

As in the case of the signature on the hotel 
register and the inscription on the bottle the 
writing in this letter from Dr. Graves toa 
patientin Braintree shows not the slightest 
limit or shade, and there is the general sim 
larity of slope and style of the handwriting in 
the three instances noted in the comparison 
at Denver and described in the dispatch. 

But there is this particular difference— 
while according to the Denver dispatch every 
r in the inscription is in one style and 
every ‘‘r’’ inthe signature in another, both 
styles ofthis letter appear in Dr. Graves’ 
epistie to Braintree. The other noticeable 
features are these: All the letters e, y, 
de and k., which occur in both the mis- 
sive and the inscription, are of different 
styles, particularly the ‘‘c’’ and k. There 
is a resemblance, though not especially 
marked, between the letters ‘‘i’’ and ‘‘s,’’ 
as well as in the p'“ and the ending of the 
letter d. 

But in the whole comparison of the hand- 
writing there is apparently nothing so strik- 
ingly impressive to the ordinary observer as 
the single fact that the handwriting in the 
Braintree epistie, thaton the hotel register 
and that in the inscription all appear to have 
the unmistakable appearanceof work done 
with a stylographic pen. 

Dr. Graves made most of his investments 
of Mrs, Barnaby through the Boston bankers, 
Paine, Webber & Co., of No. 52 Devonshire 
street, who placed about $50,000 for him, he 
paying them in checks on Providence banks. 
Mr. Payne says that the Doctor bought bonds 
and was always careful. His purchases 
have turned out well,and Mr. Paine adds 
that the firm would very willingly take back 
at the purchase price everything they sold to 
him. 


PROF. HEADEN’S DISCOVERY. 

DENVER, Colo., May 7.—Prof. H. C. Headen, 
who has for two days been making a chemi- 
cal analysis of the intestines of Mrs. Jose- 
phine B. Barnaby, has made the announce- 
ment that he has found large quantities of 
arsenic in the parts already examined. Only 
asmall portion has been examined, but the 
quantities found prove beyond a doubt that 
death was the result of poison. 

The nurse, Miss Devereaux, who attended 
Mrs. Barnaby during her illness, said that 
the suicide theory was utterly absurd and 
that at one time Mrs. Barnaby hadsaid: ‘‘If 
Dr. Graves has done this he is a terrible 
scoundrel.’’ 


HE HAD THE SMALL-POX. 


A Barber Afflicted With the Dread Disease 
Walks Into the Dispensary. 

The Dispensary doctors were given another 
chance this morning to indulge in the 
amusement of smoking out the Street De- 
partment. The main purpose in view for 
which a keg of sulphur was burned this 
morning was not tosmoke out Maj. Murphy 
but to fumigate the Dispensary and remove 
the traces of the last visitor, a barber named 
Harry Ellis, who called this morning with a 
severe case of small - pox on his person. 

Mr. Ellis is the fourth man to walk into the 
Dispensary with the small-pox within the 
last week. He, like the rest, hails from the 
lodging-house, No. 409 North Levee, the hot 
bed of the disease ever since it started in the 
city, two months or so ago. 

Every possible effort short of burning 
down the building has been made to stamp 
outthe disease, but without success. The 
people there are so careless and of such a 
nomadic and shifting character that they 
come and go from day to day, and do not 
know that they have the small-pox until it is 
too late to prevent its spreading. When they 
become sick enough to feel uncomfortable 
and feverish then they walk through the 


| streets to the Dispensary and wait for their 


turns to tell their tales of woe tothe doctors, 
In the meantime sitting with other 
sick and destitute people on the 
benches in the big waiting room, 
a more fertile field for the propagation of the 
disease could not be found, but as there is no 
way of discovering the persons with the 
disease before they come in of their own 
volition nothing can be done until after they 
do come, 

The case to-day was handled like the three 
preceding ones. The man was hustled into an 
ambulance and taken to Quarantine with all 
possible speed. The pots and jars of sulphur 
were scattered about the Dispensary anu set 
on fire. The inmates of the entire Street De- 
partment had decamped from the offices on 
the next floor above, and the employes 
were loafing about the building killing time 
as best they could. The sulphur fumes were 
so dense t twas after 12 o’clock before 
work could resumed at that end of the 
City Hall.

LOSS OF $750,000. 


FOUNDRY AND MACHINE WORKS BURNED 
AT LONG ISLAND CITY. 


Bight Acres of Lumber Destroyed—A Hard 
Battle With the Flames—The Losses in 
Detail—Tobacco Warehouse in Ruins— 
Planing Mill Scorched. 


New Yorx, May 7.—The fire which broke 
out in the Doncaster fron foundry, West ave- 
nue and Flushing street, Long Island City, 
at 10 o’clock last night, is supposed to have 
been caused by aspark from a casting which 
had been made just before the shop closed. 
It must have smoldered for some hours, but 
when it appeared it blazed so flercely that the 
whole place was totally destroyed in a few 
minutes. The firemen saw the great danger 
at once and called out the wifole Long Island 
City department, but the fire was beyond 
control then and soon had the next building, 
the Clark & Sampson feed mills, a mass of 
ruins. The strong westerly wind jumped the 
flames across to H. 8. Whiting’s lumber yard, 
where the high piles of pine boards gave a 
fresh zest tothem. From there they touched 
H. F. Burroughs & Co., wholesale lumber 
yards on Newtown Creek, and then attacked 
the great yards of the Export Lumber 
Co., which are owned by W. R. Grace & Co., 
and the Tunis-Sims yards followed, and 
then came the yards of E. W. McClave & Co., 
and of Harrison & McIntosh, and the Ham- 
mell Stove Works. 

There were now about eight acres of dry 
lumber ablaze and the flames lit up 
the scene for miles around. At a 
little after midnight the water supply 
gave out, and an engine which arrived from 
Brooklyn was unable to give its aid. The 
Standard on Co.’s fireboats and the tugs of 
the neighborhood did excellent work 
in pulling the vessels in Newtown 
Creek out of reach of danger. The bark Ten- 
eriffe was gotten out just inthe nick of time. 
The engines devoted most of their time to 
playing on the sheds which ran from the 
lumber district to the Long Island station 
and locomotives were kept ät work hauling 
the cars out of possible danger. 

It was decided at the outset almost that it 
would be impossible to stay the blaze in the 
lumber piles, sothe firemen did what they 
could for the station and a few 
small houses which stood just beyond 
the yards. Nearly three thousand people 
watched the fire picture from both sides of 
Newtown Creek, andthe gigantic tongues of 
flame as they shot up and tinged the masses 
of clouds in the heavy sky showed many 
prominent steeples and roofsin New York 
and Brooklyn. 

The total lossis estimated at $750,000. An 
unknown man was drowned in Newtown creek 
while looking at the fre, and Fireman Me- 
Dermott badly burned about the head. All 
the lumber was thought to be fully insured. 

At 2:15 o’clock the fire was under control 
and the Long Island station was out of all 
danger. 

DANVILLE, III., May 7.—The residence of Mr. 
Luke Vesey, Known as ‘‘Riverside Villa,“ 
and formerly known as the hospital for the 
Wabash Railway, was entirely destroyed by 
fire early this morning, together with ail the 
contents and wearing apparel. Total loss

THE BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 

Can it be possible that after. all the first 
great all- aged event of the year, the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, will be won by a mare? writes 
Black and Blue.

In 
the case of Doth mares such early display of 
form is remarkable. Los Angeles, asa rule, 
never really comes to herself tm late in 
the summer, and thus has come to be 
considered as baving a mortgage on such 
autumn stakes as she may be sent for. 
During the whole of the present spring,

Denver, Colo., May 6.—John BR. Hall, 
familiarly Known on the frontier as ‘‘Arkan- 
saw, lassoed a mountain lion a few weeks 
ago, assisted by a noted hunter called Tex.“ 
Hall resides in Ridgway, Ouray County, 
which includes some of the rugged and lofty 
peaks ofthe San Juan region of Colorado. 
The mountam lion, although sly and coward- 
ly, is a most dangerous and ferocious animal 
when at bay. But notwithstanding the dan- 
ger, Hall is fond of hunting the lions on the 
mountain trails, and has killed many of them. 
In frontof his home in Ridgway he has two 
caged lions, a porcupine and two badgers. 

Having heard of Hall’s wonderful feat of 
lassoing this lion, I made a visit to his home 
last week to learn the details. He and I were 
standing in front of the iron bars, at which 
the angry hon had made a savage lunge. His 
paws clinched the iron rods. A hissing cat 
lke sound came through the wide open jaws, 
followed by an angry growl. Beingunable to 
get out of the cage the lion lashed his long 
tall and crouched again for another spring at 
the bars.

‘Stallions, 


WILL A MARE WIN THE: COMING BROOK- 
LYN HANDICAP. 


An Authority Who Thinks Los Angelos or 
Senorita May Capture the Rich Stake— 
The Browns Win Opening Game at 
Washington— Base Racing and 
Other Sports. , 


Mr. Wilson F. Hunt of Normandy has lost 
by death Gov. Bowie, one afthe stallions at 
his place. The horse died yesterday. Gov. 
howtle broke Gown while quite young and fell 
into the bands of Mr. John Killeen on 
whose farm in Iowa he did ser- 
vice in the stud. His opportunities there, 
however. were very limited, as the mares he 
served were generally of an inferior quality. 
A few yearsago, when the get of Enquirer 
and other Leamingtons began to prove them- 
selves race horses, Mr. Hunt purchased 
Gov. Bowie, and has had him in the stud at 
his farm ever since. Gov. Bowie was by imp. 
Leamington, out of Undine byimp. York- 
shire. 

THE BROOKLYN HBAXNDICAP. 

Can it be possible that after. all the first 
great all- aged event ot the year, the Brook - 
lyn Handicap, will be won by a mare? writes 
Black and Blue. The present s seems 
to exercise such a marked infil , that, 
although we are fortified by the records of 
years in the belief that mares are uncer- 
tam in the spring, yet both in this 
country and in England mares have won 
more than their ordinary share of honors. 
Those who would coquette with the ladies in 
the Brooklyn Handicap this year certainly 
have very substantial grounds to speculate 
on. In therace this year are two of 
the greatest mares that we have ever 
had in this country, to wit, Los 
Angeles and Senorita, and their work of 
late has been so brilliant that quite a deal of 
money has gone into the winter books. In 
the case of Doth mares such early display of 
form is remarkable. Los Angeles, asa rule, 
never really comes to herself till late in 
the summer, and thus has come to be 
considered as baving a mortgage on such 
autumn stakes as she may be sent for. 
During the whole of the present spring, 
however, she had been moving in brilliant 
style, and astrong gallopat a mile and a 
quarter two days ago, in which she traveled 
in 2:18 within herself, prompted her trainer 
to move from Morris Park to the Gravesend 
track, where the race is to be run, at once, 
and thus next week admirers of Mr. Bald- 
in's famous mare will have a chance of see- 
ing her any morning at Gravesend. 

Senorita, Capt. 8. 8. Brown’s raking fine 
mare, is also in superb shape, and it is 
probable that Rogers will likewise take her 
aad the rest of his string to Gravesend 
during the coming week. Senorita was suf- 
fering from a mild attack of lung fever in the 
early part of the winter, but al- 
though a disease of this kind generally 
leaves a horse with Ul after effects, Senorita 
seems to have escaped Scot free. At all 
events, she does not make the slightest noise 
when galloping. So well has she been doing 
that Capt. Brown was sent for and arrived at 
Morris Park about the middle ofthe week. 
Two days later the mare was tried the 
Brooklyn distance and did R in 2:16%, 
the last mile in 16. For a fret good 
move this is excellent, and then, when one 
remembers that the track at Morris Park isas 
yet anything but fast, and that the mare was 
by no means pushed, the value of the per- 
formance can be readily estimated. Ever 
since Capt. Brown won the Suburban with his 
great horse Troubadour he has set his heart 
on winning a Brooklyn Handicap, and noth- 
ing would please bim more than td do the trick 
with Senorita. Both he and his trainer, 
Mr. Rogers, fairly idolize the superb brown 
mare, and this is to be her last year on the 
turf. At Monmouth Park another great mare 
israpidly being got ready, and like Los An- 
geles and Senorita is doing unusually well. 
This is Firengzi. She is not in the Brookiyn, 
but Byrnes will have one more try for the 
Fuburban. There is pot an animal on the 
track more forward than she is, excepting, 
perhaps, the much-touted Carroll.

THE MOUNTAIN LION AND THE GRAY 
EAGLE THE CHOICEST GAME. 


Lassoing a Lion—A Visit to Arkansas 
Hall, the Famous Lion Killer of the 
Sen Juan Region—The Great Hunters 
of the Far West. 


Denver, Colo., May 6.—John R. Hall, 
familiarly known on the frontier as Arkan- 
saw, lassoeda mountain lion a few weeks 
ago, assisted by a noted hunter called Tex.“ 
Hall resides in Ridgway, Ouray Oounty, 
which includes some of the rugged and lofty 
peaksofthe San Juan region of Colorado. 
The mountam lion, although sly and coward- 
ly, is a most dangerous and ferocious anima! 
when at bay. But notwithstanding the dan- 
ger, Hall is fond of bunting the lions on the 
mountain trails, and has killed many of them. 
In front of his home in Ridgway he has two 
caged lions, a porcupine and two badgers. 

Having heard of Hau's wonderful feat of 
lassoing this lion, I made a visitto his home 
last week to learn the details. He and I were 
standing in front of the iron bars, at which 
the angry lion had made a savage lunge. His 
paws clinched the iron rods. A hissing cat- 
like sound came through the wide open jaws, 
followed by an angry growl. Being unable to 
get out of the cage the lion lashed his long 
tail and crouched again for another spring at 
the bars. 

„Back there into your den““ commanded 
Arkansas Hall, the lion hunter and tamer. 
Wheretipon ‘‘Ridgway,’’ for that is the lion’s 
name, slowly retreated to the rear of the 
cage and crouched down in the hay. 

**Someone has been teasing the hon, ex- 
plained Arkansas, tor he seems quite angry 
this morning. In an adjoining cage was 
Eliza, a lioness that had been lassoed by 
the Hotchkiss boys, who are also famous lion 
and bear hunters in the San Juan. Eliza was 
a little more docile than Ridgway and made 
no hostile demonstration. 

John R. Hall, alias Arkansas, the noted lion 
sporteman,was born in Madison County, ken- 
tucky, andinthe pioneer days of Colorado 
was engaged in the traffic of buffalo hides. In 
those days, when talking witha hunter from 
Arkansas, Hall mentigned the names of sev-

This was the 
fourth tree ina chase A about two miles, 
and the lion having tut little wind left 
in him, Tex and I prepired to capture him. 
LASSOING A LION. 

The lion was up th tree about 2 feet, 
continued the hunter, and by giving the 
lasso a quick swing I iasded the loop over the 
lion’s head and gave itahard pull around 
the neck. Then the circus began. The lion, 
feeling the coil tighter around the neck, gave 
a fearful. leap into the air. Well, I hardly 
know how far it jumpd or how often, With

powerful blows from its paws the lion would 
knock the dogs head over heels. All this time I 
was pulling at the rope, which, with the 
worry caused by the dogs, got all the wind 
out of the liom. Tex then, watching fora 
good opportunity, gave an underhand throw 
with a lasso, catching the lion by a hind leg. 
Then with one lassoover the head and an- 
other ona hind leg wewere perfectly safe, 
for by pulling both ways me lion could reach 
neither one of us. We put the lion in «@ 
wagon, hauled him totown and there he is 
now in the enge. 

Arkansas explained that it is easy to train a 
dog to follow the trail of a lion and tree it. A 
weil trained dog will not tackle a lion or bear, 
but run it into a tree,and then by barking

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The Great Aristides Owned Here—Mr.

Where the Farms Are Located—Growth 
of the Industry—How the Business Is 
Carried On. 


The breeding of thoroughbreds, which has 
become so important an industry in this 
country of recent years, has taken a strong 
hold here, and there are no less than three 
thoroughbred stock farms at, present in St. 
Louis County, two of them ving been 
started within the past year. These farms 
are owned by prominent and wealthy 
St. Loulsians. The largest is the property 
of Mr. Joseph D. Lucas, whose place 
is known as Goodwood. Another known as 
Oakland is the property of Mr. Robert 8. 
Brookings, Vice-President of the Samuel 
Cupples Woodenware Co., and the third is 
owned by Mr. Wilson P. Hunt, son of the late 
Col, Chas. L. Hunt. The two former have been 
started within®*the past year, while Mr. Hunt 
has been running his place only a few years. 


eny of the horses are sold at 
auction when yearlings, the purchaser break - 
ing them in and racing them. It is true that 
some men both breed and race horses, but 
they are the exception and not the rule, and 
with the exception of Haggin, Baldwin and 
one or two others none of the large breeders 
ever race horses. Some are men who, like 
Mr. Brookings, have not seep more than one 
or two races in their life. They merely ad- 
mire the thoroughbred horse for his beauty 
and enter into breeding as a business which, 
when given proper attention, is apt to prove 
very profitable. 
GOODWOOD STUD. 

Mr. Lacas has entered into the business 
rather extensively, and itis hisambition to 
eventually make his place one of the largest 
breeding establishments in the country. 
The Goodwood farm is located in the beauti- 
ful Florissant Valley, about fifteen miles from 
the Court-house, close to lines of the Narrow- 
Gauge and Wabash roads, and within a short 
distance of the place of the late 
Mr. J. Lucas Turner. It com- 
prises 20 acrés, and its appointments 
and improvements are most complete and 
substantial. In fact it is questionable 
whether there is another farm in the United 
States which is its equal in this respect. 
There are two large new barns containing 
thirty-two box stalls, hay lofts, granaries 
and water, and one of the barns, which 
is oval in shape, is sur- 
rounded by an inclosed miniature track 
on which colts can be developed and horses 
trained at any period of the yearand in any 
. kind of weather. The idea of this sheltered 
track is original with Mr. Lucas. 
There are also other barns containing fifteen 
box stalls, and the stallions are provided 
with separate stables. In addition to this 
three large inclosed paddocks have been pro- 
vided for stallions, and the whole farm is 
divided by plank fences into twenty-five-acre 
pieces. A half-mile track is used in good 
weather for preparing and trying horses. 
Everything about the place is kept in perfect 
order, and with its neat, whitewashed 
fences, the farm presents a most attractive 
appearance. 

Already Mr. Lucas has three stallions and 
twenty-eight thoroughbred mares at his 
farm and he is constantly adding tothe list. 
In selecting his mares he has displayed great 
care, and has purchased none but those of 
the choicest breeding, also taking the pre- 
caution to get them all of good size, so as to 
produce large colts. The Buckden family, 
which has been so successful on the turf in 
the last year or two, four of Buchanan’s get 
alone winning at Memphis at the recent 
meeting there, is probably better represented 
at the Goodwood farmthan at any other 
breeding establishment in America. 

THE STALLIONS. 

Among the stallions which stand at Good- 
wood is imp. Donald A., a remarkably 
handsome and well - proportioned animal of a 
rich golden chestnut color. His breeding ts 
most fashionable, he being by Scottish Chief, 
dam imported Algebra by Diophantus, second 
dam Beatrice by Voltigeur, and third dam 
Bribery by The Libel. Scottish Chief, the 
sire of Donald A., is by Lord of the Isles, who 
was by the great Touchstone. Diophantus, 
the sire of Donald A.’s dam, was by Orlando, 
another son of Touchstone, so that the Touch. 
stone blood is very strong in Mr. Lucas’ 
Stallion. He also has crosses of Boy Middle- 
ton and Lottery blood, and was himself a 
very consistent performer, having once won a 
dash of seven furlongs and a race ofa mile 
and a quarter with 140 pounds up, both in one 
day. Donald A.’s sire, Scottish Chief, was 
winner of the Ascot Cup, and the sire of 
numerous great performers, including the 
famous Marie Stuart, winner of the Oaks, St. 
Leger and other bigevents. This great mare 
was therefore a half sister to Donald A. 

Another of the stallions at Goodwood is 
Buckmaster, a full brother to the great Kim- 
ball. Buckmaster is a large, magnificent 
looking bay by imp. Buckden out of Meta H * 
out of Harry of the West by Louisiana B. 
From his sire’s side Buckmaster gets the 
Lord Olifden, Touchstone, Melbourne, Bay 

iddieton and Voltaire strains,. while from 
his dam he secures the Lexington, Boston, 
Riddiesworth and imp. Glencoe crosses. 
With very limited opportunities Buckmaster 


has already produced such good performers’ 


as St. Valentine, Buckler, Little Sullivan, 
Modjeska, Event and others. 

The California bred horse Porter Ashe is the 
other stallion at Goodwood. He is by Joe 
Hooker out of Abbey W., a daughter of 
Norfolk, who sired the Emperor of Norfolk, 
The Czarand El Rio Rey. Porter Ashe, who 
isa chestnut in color, hasa double cross to 
Lexington and three to imp. Glencoe. He 
comes from a family of race horses, but, like 
Donald A., has not yet had an opportunity 
to show his capabilities in the stud.

running springs of clear water. Oakland con- 
tains what is probably the finest 
barn to be found on any farm in 
America. It is a magnificent cut- 
stone building, having been erected 
by Mr. Benoist. The barn is one which no 
person would in these days think of placing 
on a farm. There are about forty box- 
and forty single stalls at Oakland, and a 
handsome Italian villa built by the original 
owner adds fo the beauty of the place. The 
property was purchased last summer by Mr. 
Brookings as a land speculation, and to 
utilize it he started the breeding of thorough- 
breds there. 

ARISTIDES. 


There is located at Oakland one of the 
greatest race horses America has 
ever produced. This is Aristides, 
winner of the first Kentucky Derby. 
He was purchased by Mr. Brookings last fall 
and isthe only stallionon the place. Aris- 
tidesisa chestnut by imp. Leamington out 
of Saxony by Lexington, his second dam 
being Greek Slave by Imp. Glencoe. 
It will be seen that in his breeding he con- 
tains the blood of the great Leamington, Lex- 
ington and Glencoe families—all very close 
up. He was bred by H. Price, McGrath being 
foaled in 1872. Twice he lowered the colors of 
the great Ten Broeck, once in the Kentucky 
Derby and once as a é-year-old. Asa 2-year- 
old, Aristides run nine times, winning three 
races. He also started nine times as a 
g. ea old and in four of the events finished 
first. Aristides started twice as a 4-year-old 
and won Doth times.The races were so severe 
however that he wasretired from the turf 
after the second one. In 1875 he won the in- 
augural Kentucky Derby in 2:37%, remarka- 
bly fast time fora mile and a half in those 
days. He beat in this race such great horses 
as Ten Broeck, Verdigris, Volcano, Vaga- 
bond, Bob Wooley, Warsaw, Chesapeake, 
Searcher, Enlister, Grenoble, Bill Bruce, 
Gold Mine and McCreery. Then he went 
East and at Jerome Park won both the With- 
ersand Jerome stakes, beating the great 
Rhadamanthus, Ozark and ten others in the 
former event and a lot of the greatest coltsin 
the East in the latter, among them 
Tom Ochiltree, Mr. George L. Lortlard’s 
fiyer Ozark, Rambler, Milner, Viator and his 
own stable companion, Calvin, who finished 
second. Aristides could have also won the 
Belmont Stakes at that meeting, but was 
made to run second to his stable companion, 
Calvin, with whom his owner, Price Mc- 
Grath, was declared to win. The Brecken- 
ridge Stakes, at Baltimore, was also cap- 
tured by Aristides in his 38-year-old form, 
more cracks falling before him there. As a 
4-year-old he beat the great Ten Broeck for the 
second time. It was a sweepstakes run 


at Lexington, and each horse carried i104 hare 


pounds. The distance was two miles and an 
eighth, and aftera terrible contest Aristides 
won in the then unprecedented time of 3:45. 
Carrying the same weight, Aristides three 
days later won a dash of a mile and a halt on 
the same track from Waddill in 4:27%, which 
to this day stands asthe record for the dis- 
tance. Waddill set the pace, and at the fin- 
ish Aristides had to run so hard to overtake 
him and win that the two trying 
races coming so close upon each other 
proved so severe on him that he was retired 
from tiie turf. This was in May of 1876. In 
the stud his opportunities have not been the 
best, but he is the sire of Henlopen, winner 
of the Memorial stakes at Baltimore and Ju- 
venile stakes at Jerome Park in 1882, defeat - 
ing large nelds in each instance. Aristides 
has also sired Blast, Limerick Lass, Jules 
Mumm, Arleen Aroon, Donovan and other 
winners. The gallant old horse is now 19 
years of age. 
THE BROODMARES. 

The broodmares at Oakland are all secured 
from Mr. Samuel Ecker and are very highly 
bred. They number fifteen all told, and 
among them are such fashionable mares as 
Annie O'Fallon, by imp. Intruder, out of 
The Banshee; Caller Ou, by imp, Leam- 
ington out of Elastic; Brigand Belle, by Bri- 
gand out of The Banshee, and Maggie E., by 
Longfellow out of Minnie Lewis. The other 
mares, all of whom are well bred, 
are: Ra pide, by imp. Rapture 
out of Alice Marshall; Laura 
K., by Charitan, out of Alice Marshall; Julia 
B., by Versailles, out of Alice Marshan; 
Fraulein, by Frogtown, out of Carrie Watson; 
Leo H., by imp. Rapture, out of Carrie Wat- 
son; Jessie E., by Frogtown, outof Alice 
Marshall; Drusie Wall, by Frogtown, out of 
Annie O' Fallon; bay filly foaled 1887, by Frog 
town, out of Annie O' Fallon; bay filly foaled 
1887, by Frogtown, out of EMmma E.; bay filly 
foaled 1887, by Frogtown, outof Julia B., 
and chestnut filly foaled 1886, by Frogtown, 
out of Brigand Belle. 

WILSON r. HUNT’S FARM. 

Mr. Wilson F. Hunt, son of the late Col. 
Charles L. Hunt, has a thoroughbred stock 
farm of 160 acres at Normandy and un- 
til yesterday had on it two 
stallions and fourteen brood mares. Mr. 
Hunt’s father rana stable of horses and also 
bred a few thoroughbreds each year. He was 
only a private breeder, however, 
and the produce of his brood mares 
were raised by him and raced 
under his well-known colors—blue with white 
polka dot. At the father's death, the son in- 
herited the horses. Fora while he raced 
them, but has now given up racing entirely 
and is confining himself exclusively to breed- 
ing horses, He is gradually adding to his list 
of brood mares and expects to soon have 
quite an extensive stock farm. It is Mr. 
Hunt’s custom to annually take his yearlings 
to Lexington, Ky., and dispose of them in 
one of the combination sales held at that 
place every spring. 

Mr. Hunt’s two stallions were Gov. Bowie 
and Ool,Clarke. The former, who was by imp.

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Mr. O. A. Kendrick, Vice-President of the 
St. Louis Spanish Club, returned yesterday 
from a four months’ visit to Mexico, Central 
America, South America and the West Indies. 
He first went by rail direct from St. Louis to 
Guaymas, onthe Gulf of California, where a 
public reception was tendered him. He took 
a sailing vessel here for Mazatlan, Mexico, 
and waited there for the steamer City of New 
York and proceeded to San Jose, Guatamala. 
While Mr. Kendrick was at Mazatlan, Mr. 
Meisner, the recalled Minister of this eountry 
to Guatamala, arrived there on his way home 
to the United States, and Gov. Pacheca, his 
successor, who had arrived on the steamer 
Oity of New York, met him there. Gov. Pa- 
checa, the new Minister, continued on 
to San Jose, and Mr. Kendrick ac- 
companied him and his party tothe city 
of Guatemala, the capital of the 
country. They were met by Government 
Officials at both San Jose and the capital and 
were serenaded at beth places dy Govern- 
ment Dands and were very cordially received 
everywhere. 

CENTRAL AMERICAN EARTHQUAKES. 
Mr. Kendrick gota good view of the cele- 
brated volcanoes Aqua and Fuego (Water and 
Fire) near the city of Guatamala, and was 
treated toa very lively exhibition of Guata- 
malian „ **We had seven in all, 
said the gentleman in relating his experience 
to a Post-DIsPaTcH reporter, and one of 
them was severe enough to cause a panic in 
the theater. They have a very handsome 
opera-house there and we were listening to 
the opera of Faust, when the building 
began torock. There wasa grand rush for 
the doors, and I tell you it was about the 
liveliest scene I ever witnessed. We all got 
out, though, and the most remarkable part 
of it all was that nobody was killed or even 
severely hurt.’’ 
The next stop was at Punta Arenas, Costa 
Rica, andat Panama Mr. Kendrick changed 
vessels, taking a South American coaster for 
Guayakil. Here he was hospitably entir- 
tained by Senor Caamano, the representa- 
tive of Ecuador at the Pan-American Con- 
gress, whom he had met herein St. Louis. 
From Callao, the principal seaport of Peru, 
he visited Lima, and also several other cities 
in Peru. 

HIGHEST RAILROAD IN THE WORLD. 
He rode to Chicla, the present terminus of 
the famous mountain railroad built by Harry 
Meiggs, the millionaire contractor. Chicla is 
11,000 feet high, but onthe way to Aroya, to 
which the American road is now being ex- 
tended by an English syndicate, the line will 
cross the Andes and reach an altitude of over 
sixteen thousand feet, and it will then be the 
highest raliroad inthe world. The intention 
is to complete the road some day to the head 
of navigation on the Amazon River. The 
cost of constructing the line has so far ex- 
ceeded $500,000 per mile. 
Mr. Kendrick intended when he left St. 
Louis to go as far South as Valparaiso, Chill, 
and cross the continent to Buenos Ayres and 
return home via Rio Janeiro, but on account 
ofthe Chillan revolution, he had to return 
up the Western coast of South America: He 
was able to learn very little of the revolution 
but heard that the nearer one got to the seat 
ofthe war, the less he could learn about it 
and thecaptain of a vessel direct from Chill 
told him he got more news ofthe war from 
the Panam Star and Herald than he did from 
his vist to Chili. The insurgents have con- 
trol of the Chilian end ofthe cable from 
Iquique to Panama andthe Chilian Govern- 
ment has control of the Valparaiso end of the 
cable running through the Straits of Magel- 


ca, so that the movements of both armies 
reported in Europe or the United States 
more fully and promptly than a resident of 
Valparaiso or Iquique conld learn of them. 
THE PANAMA CANAL. 
Mr. Kendrick crossed the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma by the railroad running from Panama to 
Oolon, or Aspinwall, and when asked his 
opinion of the work done on the Panama 
Canal he said: ‘‘It has been botchwork most 
of the distance. The work was divided up 
and given to a great many contractors, a 
mile or so perhaps to each, and they don’t 
seem to have worked together very system- 
atically and except at the two ends of the 
canal there is very little to show for the mi- 
lions of dollars spent there. The last work is 
on the Atlantic end where the canal is 
all but completed for fifteen miles or more. 
There is machinery enough along the route to 
dig fifty such canals, but I don’t think that 
this one will ever be finished, although all the 
people I met on the Isthmus are sanguine 
that it will de.“ 
The isthmus is not the unhealthy place he 
expected to find it, he said. He found no 
sickness at all there, or at least very little. 
From Colon Mr. Kendrick went to Port 
limon, Costa Rica, and from there to Car- 
thagena, on the northern coast of Colom bia; 
then to Puerto Cabello, and tben to La Guyra, 
the principal seaport of Venezuela. The 
mountain scenery along the railroad from La 
Guyra to OCaraccas is grand, Mr. Kendrick 
said, as is also that around Lima and Quito.: 
He went as far east. as the Island of Trinidad 
and then returned home by the way of the 
British West Indies and Cuba.
